Ildebrando Pizzetti was born at Parma on September 20th, 1880. He won 
a prize for composition at the Royal Conservatoire of Parma in 1901. 

Elected Professor of harmony and counterpoint at the Royal Musical 
Institute of Florence in 1908, he became Director of that Institution in 
August 1917, Contributed criticisms to “ II Momento ” of Turin, 

“II Secolo ”■ of Milan, and “ II Marzocco ” of Florence. His principal 
works are a music-drama, “ Fedra ” (words by Gabriele d’Annunzio), 
incidental music to two of dAnnunzib’s plays, “La Nave” and “La 
Pisanella,” a handful of very interesting and individual songs, an “ Overture 
for a Tragic Farce,” a String Quartet, three Symphonic Preludes for the 
“ CEdipus Rex ” of Sophocles, and a Sonata for Violin and Piano. A new 
music-drama, “ Debora,” is as yet unfinished.
